T herefore when by 
lotbeing taken, and by his owne confeſsionfound the 
man that procured the tempeſt, the mariners in loue and 
compaſlsion of him, had aſſayed by rowing to get toland, 
but could not, the ſea raging more and more,and Jonah 
himſelfe profeſled hee knew the tempeſt was ſent for his 
cauſe,and would be layd he being caſt into the ſea, Jonah 
at length was caſt out of the ſhip into the ſwelling purge 
ofthe tempeſtuous ſea. What hope of life then left 2 1 
there any? to ſwallow-vp all,ſoone after hee is {\1allowed 
whole of a whale, Here et vs marke, that atter the tem- 
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peſt had terrified ſoneh, the 1nariners reptoued him:whe 
they had reproued him, his c6ſciencepricked himzwhen

Firſt thenſce, the windes could not further him, the 
waters could not beare himythe ſhip could not hold him, 
the mariners could not help him : and being caſt out,leſt 
all for him-be caſt away,the Whale would not fparehim, 
the ſtinch would ill feede him, the darkenetle would lefle 
glad him, & light might not vitit him. Now fee the what 
[onah got by this iourney,notwithſtanding all the promi. 
ſes of which Sathan aſlured him, and all the furthcrances 
which the ſerpent procured him, hee loſt his labour, loſt 
his money, loſt his ioy , loſt his credit, Joſt his quier;and 
faw no'hope but to leeſe his life too, finding plentifully, 
and bitterly fecling dreadtull teares .
